That the supply of water exists in large quantities has been proved 
beyond doubt, and the municipality bas already announced its inten- 
tion of floating a loan with the object of installing the necessary 
distributing system. ‘The amount of the contemplated loan is 
6,000,000 pesetas (about £222,000), 2,000,000 pesetas of which it 
is proposed to raise during the present year, provided the approval of 
the Spanish Government can be obtained. It is said that the loan 
will be issued at about 93, bearing interest at 5 per cent. The 
principal security to be offered is the water recently discovered, and 
the proceeds of the loan are to be used for developing the supply and.

The Servian National Bank has taken over from the Landesbank the 
oo special department for the sale of agricultural 
arene machinery and implements mentioned in the last 
Machinery and report from the Consulate (see ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Motors. Journal” of 17th October, 1912, p. 121), and has 
opened special showrooms for the purpose at Banjaluka, Bjelina, Brod 
and Gradiska. ‘The German colonists in the neighbourhood of 
Gradiska and the peasants of the Posavina are the principal buyers. 
In other parts of Bosnia-Herzegovina the peasants cling very 
tenaciously to primitive methods of tilling the soil, but even there the 
demand for modern implements is steadily increasing. About 2,000 
ploughs might, it is thought, be disposed of annually in the Posavina. 
There is also a fair demand for threshing machines, harrows, reapers 
and binders, &c. It is calculated that a plough of United Kingdom 
manufacture would cost not less than £3 6s. 8d. delivered free at 
Brod, while a similar article made in Bohemia costs only from 
£1 11s. 8d. to £2 1s. 8d. It is clear, therefore, that in respect of 
the simpler implements, United Kingdom competition is out of the 
question for the present, but, traction enyines and oil and benzine 
motors of United Kingdom make might possibly find an opening.

In connection with these works, 
the town council has lately made arrangements with a local bank for 
advances amounting to £96,000 on current account, at interest which 
is understood to be not far short of 8 per cent. per annum. 

The construction of the Banjaluka waterworks, at a cost of about 
£37,500, is nearing completion. A scheme is on foot for the electric 
lighting of Banjaluka. Electric light works are being erected at Livno. 
The paving of the streets of Tuzla, at an estimated cost of £21,000, 
is contemplated. It is proposed to obtain 26,000 horse-power from 
the River Rama for use partly on the Bugojno and Rama railway, and 
partly in mines and industrial undertakings in the neighbourhood. 
The Aussig Chemico-Metallurgical Association has, it appears, obtained 
a concession for the erection of a power station at Jablanica on the 
Narenta, to provide 21,000 horse-power for the working of a chemical 
factory and 5,000 horse-power for the use of the Sarajevo and Gravosa 
Railway.

The following information is from the report by the Acting British 
Consul at Shimonoseki (Mr. H. Horne) on the trade of that district 
in 1912, which will shortly be issued :— 


The year 1912 witnessed a strong and constant demand for Indian 
rape cake, of which nearly 15,000 tons were 
Fertilisers. imported into Shimonoseki. Fertilisers in general 
and rape cake in particular are becoming 
increasingly popular with local farmers. The chemical qualities of 
this cake are so well adapted to the growth of tobacco, rice, &c., that 
the demand is certain to show a very material increase during the 
current year. Bone meal and bone dust are imported from Corea, 
China and India, but they are found less satisfactory than rape cake. 
Sulphate of ammonia and nitrate of soda have given way to rape 
cake, which is much cheaper; the importation of the former, how- 
ever, has increased considerably owing to the demand of the local 
ice factories, which have sprung into existence concurrently with 
the development of the trawling industry (see p. 263 of the 
“Board of Trade Journal ” of 3lst October, 1912). These factories 
have daily outputs ranging from 30 to 200 tons; when all are 
working at full capacity the daily output is nearly 500 tons of ice.

RULES FOR THE AUTHENTICATION OF DOCUMENTS FOR 
THE UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA, 


H.M. Trade Commissioner for South Africa (Sir R. Sothern 
Holland) has forwarded an extract from the ‘ Union Gazette ” 
containing the text of Regulations for the authentication (verifica- 
tion of signature) of documents executed (1) outside the Union for 
use in the Union, and (2) vice verséd. 

A document executed outside the Union will be accepted if 
authenticated by the signature and seal of office of any of the 
following persons :— 


United Kingdom.—A notary public. 

British Dominions.—The Mayor of any town, a notary public, or 
the permanent head of a Government Department. 

British Territories or Protectorates in South Africa.—A notary, 
a resident magistrate, the permanent head of a Government Depart- 
ment, or a Resident Commissioner or Assistant Commissioner. 

Foreign Countries.—A British Consul or Vice-Consul, or any official 
or other person who shall be shown by the certificate of a Consul or 
Vice-Consul in the Union of South Africa of such foreign country as 
being duly authorised, under the law of such foreign country, to 
authenticate such a document. 

Any document executed within the British Empire and not 
affecting property of greater value than £200 will be accepted if a 
magistrate or justice of the peace certifies that the person executing 
the document is known to him, or if two other persons known to him 
certify that the person executing the document is known to each of 
them. 

A document executed within the Union for use in other countries 
must be authenticated (with certain exceptions) by being signed or 
acknowledged in the presence of a magistrate, notary public, justice 
of the peace, or commissioner of oaths, and counter-signed by him.

some cases all the values are those declured by importers or 
exporters, as in the United Kingdom; in others they are based on 
an official schedule of values which is subjected to revision after 


the close of each year, the values used in the current returns being 
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those fixed in the latest completed revision. In general, the values 
so fixed represent the level of prices in the preceding year. The 
countries adopting the system of official values annually revised 
are :—Austria-Hungary, Belgium, France, Italy, Spain, and (for 
imports) Germany and Switzerland, but exports from Switzerland 
and Germany are returned at “declared” values. [or the first 
quarter of 1911 about one-third of the exports from Germany were 
returned at official values. he figures in italics are based, wholly 
or mainly, on the prices of some earlier year than that under which 
they are shown. 

In the case of Russia, Germany, Belgium, France, Switzerland, 
Italy, Austria-Hungary, Egypt, Japan, Canada, and the United 
Kingdom, the import figures given in the above summaries 
represent imports for home consumption. In all cases the export 
figures are intended to represent exports of domestic produce. 
In most cases, however, they include a certain amount of 
“nationalised” goods, %.e., goods originally imported for consump- 
tion, and which, if dutiable, have been charged with duty, but 
which are subsequently re-exported.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Federated Malay States.—The following has been received from the 
Commissioner of 'I'rade and Customs at Kuala Lumpur (Mr. W. F. 
Hume) :— 

In considering the success of foreign competition in goods in 
which the United Kingdom should be able to compete, it may be 
said generally that lower prices are the predominating factor of 
success, and this is especially applicable to the class of fancy goods 
that is sold in large quantities in the native bazaar. Goods of 
United Kingdom manufacture are, as a rule, of better quality than 
foreign g goods of the same kind, but it is undoubtedly the fact that 
the native purchaser prefers quantity to quality. Certain foreign 
manufacturers also take much more pains as a rule than do some of 
United Kingdom manufacturers to adapt their goods to local require- 
ments and tastes, by such means as providing bright and attractive 
wrappers, making use of native names, descriptions in native 
languages, and pictorial designs readily intelligible to native pur- 
chasers. ‘This is notably the case with fancy goods, perfumery, &c. 
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It has been suggested that United iain manufacturers should 
be invited to send copies of their catalogues and price lists to 
the Office of the Commissioner of Trade and Customs, and that local 
business firms should have free access to such catalogues and be 
advised from time to time of the catalogues and enquiries that have 
been received. ‘This suggestion, adds Mr. Hume, is already being 
carried out to a certain extent, but the practice might be further 
developed.

Norway.—lhe following information is from a preliminary report 
by H.M. Consul at Christiania (Mr. EH. F. Gray) on the trade of 
Norway in 1912, which will shortly be i 

Attention has recently been drawn by the Christiania Agents’ Asso- 
ciation to the number of foreign agencies for Norway held by agents 
residing in Copenhagen, Hamburg and other places outside Norway. 
itis contended hy some that this course is illegal under the terms of the 
Trading Act, and it has been proposed to call the attention of the 
Norwegian Government to the matter. Whatever may be the outcome, 
H.M. Consul advises that firms in the United Kingdom desiring 
to open up, or extend, business with Norway should appoint an agent 
resident in that country, especially for Government and municipal 
contracts, as purchasers are usually precluded by the regulations in 
the case of Government contracts, and in other cases are disinclined, to 
do business with agents resident in a foreign country with whom they 
cannot confer personally at short notice, and who are not subject to 
the jurisdiction of the Norwegian courts. Mr. Gray also asks all 
British firms with agents at Christiania kindly to acquaint him with 
their agents’ names for entry in the Agents’ Register at the Christiania 
Consulate. British firms not yet locally represented can inspect a list 
of the members of the Christiania Agents’ Association, arranged under 
trade headings, on application at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, H.C. Should this 
list not prove sufficient, the Secretary of the Association is alwa ays 

prepared to lay enquiries before the members if applicants will send 
him full particulars, price lists, terms of payment, &c. 

The British Vice-Consul at Krageré (Mr. T. Parker) writes that 
the proportion is about five to one in Christiania and about four 
to one in Bergen, and that the gap is slowly lessening in these towns ; 
but the difference is probably greater in the smaller coast towns. 
Continental travellers (there are about ten German travellers to one 
from the United Kingdom) in the Kragerd district issue price lists in 
Norwegian and quote in Norwegian currency. Mr. Parker advocates 
the use of the metric system in quotations for Norway, and mentions 
cinematograph films and gramophone records as articles which he 
thinks would find an opening in his district.

France, Brest.—The following information is from the report by 
H.M. Consul at Brest (Mr. S. 8. Dickson) on the trade of that 
district in 1912, which will shortly be issued : — 

Large numbers of foreign articles are sold in the Department of 
Finistére, but, for the time being, there is little direct opening for 
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firms in the United Kingdom as the [Iinistére merchant does not 
want to be bothered by any of the formalities connected with direct 
purchases from abroad. On the other hand, the Finistére market 
is not to be despised by United Kingdom firms having agencies in 
the principal commercial centres of France, as the list of foreign 
goods on sale is long and covers almost every conceivable class of 
goods, from agricultural implements to toilet requisites and office 
supplies. There are large numbers of travellers visiting Brest on 
behalf of foreign firms, but they represent the agencies of those firms 
in France, generally Paris, and not directly the foreign firms them- 
selves. In this way the transaction is the same for the buyer as 
when he is purchasing French goods. Outside the staple imports, 
the Finistére market only offers openings for extending a trade 
already established and prospering in some other centre of France.

Austria-Hungary.— Bosnia-Herzegovina.—The following information 
is from the report by H.M. Consul at Sarajevo (Mr. F. G. Freeman) on 
the trade of Bosnia-Herzegovina in 1912, which will shortly be issued :— 

Business in 1912, though somewhat hampered by the prolonged 
money crisis which had begun late in |‘11, exhibited all the signs 
of normal activity until the autumn. Owing, however, to keen com- 
petition, and to the fluctuation of prices in groceries and textiles, 
wholesale merchants realised but moderate profits. The total failure 
of the plum crop was also keenly felt. The outbreak of the Balkan 
war materially accentuated the money crisis and was instantly 
followed by a slump in trade. Bosnia-Herzegovina, however, has 
suffered less in this respect than the rest of Austria-Hungary, insolven- 
cies and bankruptcies being fewinnumber, This has generally been 
ascribed to the circumspection of the native merchants, who ever 
since the commencement of the crisis have studiously refrained from 
speculation. The general public, imitating the prudence of the 
merchants, have largely confined themselves to the purchase of the 
necessaries of life. In consequence of this the Christmas trade of 
1912-138 showed a great falling off from that of other years. Merchants 
and traders have been and are still complaining that, while having 
to satisfy their own creditors in Austria and Hungary, they them- 
selves have found it impossible, except in a small percentage of cases, 
to secure payment from their debtors in their own country. Nor has 
the great increase in the strength of the garrison brought as much 
compensation for the loss of other custom as was expected, army 
purveyors, innkeepers, tobacconists and provision merchants being 
apparently the only traders who have benefited thereby. ‘The small 
trade with Novibazar has declined considerably since its occupation 
by Servian and Montenegrin troops, and it is not expected that out- 
standing claims in that district will be settled till the war is over. 
Traders of experience declare that not for many years past have con- 
ditions been so bad as those which have prevailed since the outbreak 
of the war. ‘T'hey are, nevertheless, convinced that once the crisis is 
over a period of good trade and easy financial conditions will set in. 

In the course of last year enquiries were received at the Con- 
sulate with a view to trade in boots and shoes, rubber-heel plates, 
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men’s suitings, cretonnes, paper bag making machinery, biscuits, jams, 
preserved fruits, tea, rum, liqueurs, confectionery and cycle cars. It is 
not likely for the present that a very remunerative trade could be 
established in these articles, but it should be borne in mind that the 
taste and demand for goods of United Kingdom make are steadily 
growing in Bosnia-Herzegovina. Much might be done to promote 
United Kingdom trade in that country by sending catalogues in 
German or Serbo-Croatian, and by quoting prices in Austro-Hun- 
garlan currency and measurements in metric terms.

Morocco._-H.M. Legation at Tangier reports that the year 1912, 
with its recurrences of revolts, was naturally a very bad one for trade, 
and the continuation of hostilities with the Berbers caused con- 
siderable loss to Fez and Mequinez, where these tribes used to buy 
their requirements. The scarcity of cattle and country produce 
arising from the hostilities and the increased consumption by the 
employment of larger bodies of soldiers raised the price of native 
commodities one-third above the usual rates, but fortunately harvests 
of all kinds were up to the average, owing to a sufficiency of rain. 

Trade with the United Kingdom during the year presented no 
feature of particular interest; it is hoped that manufacturers and 
traders in the United Kingdom will soon begin to study the great 
possibilities for trade which the present developments are so rapidly 
opening up. (C, 3,514.)

Argentina. H.M. Legation at Buenos Aires reports that com- 
plaints are constantly received about the attitude of United Kingdom 
manufacturers in refusing to adopt the metrical system of weights 
and measures in their exports to Argentina; in insisting on labelling 
cases “ This side up,” or “‘ Not to be left in the sun,” regardless of 
the fact that the cases will be handled by persons knowing only the 
Spanish language ; in sending agents who know no Spanish, and in 
furnishing them with catalogues printed only in English, &c. The 
same complaints have been levelled against the United Kingdom 
manufacturer all over the world for the last twenty years, but the 
subject is one of such significance to United Kingdom trade that 
they can well bear repeating. (C. 2,329.)

During the year 1912 there was no wreck of, or serious casualty to, 
soils a British ship on the Finistére coast, though

uring the previous five years both wrecks and 
Casualties on : 
we casualties were frequent. Not a single wreck has 
Finistére Coast. . . 
occurred in that period to a vessel bound to or 
from the port of Brest. They ali occurred while navigating north- 
wards from the coast of Spain. It would be superfluous to draw 
attention to the importance of giving Ushant a wide berth, but it 
appears desirable to point out that masters of merchant ships should 
in no case attempt the passages of the Raz-de-Sein and the Chenal 
du Four—at least, that is the opinion of French naval officers well 
acquainted with those coasts. The attention of owners as well as 
masters is called to this advice, for it is poor policy to risk a ship and 
endanger the lives of the crew for the sake of gaining a few hours. 
No matter how well navigated, a vessel in these channels may find 
herself suddenly enveloped in fog and at the mercy of strong and 
treacherous currents, and the only excuse a master can have for 
attempting them is the fear of incurring the displeasure of his owners 
for not having made the quickest possible passage. 


MOROCCO. 
H.M. Legation at Tangier reports that during 19]2 much progress 
— or was made in the construction of roads in Morocco 
Railway in spite of the hostilities which occurred during 
Seeatenidion the year, and that early in the year the tracks 
‘from Casablanca to Rabat, Mequinez and Fez had

been made into roads good enough for rough wheel traffic—at any 
rate in dry weather. The roads around Fez are now fit for wheeled 
traffic if some caution is exercised ; so also is the 20-mile track to 
Sefrou, and several miles of the track to Slas Hiayna and Taza. ‘The 
most important road constructed is a section fifteen miles long in the 
hills between Bab Tewka and Zagota. It is expected that other 
sections will be completed within six months, so as to make wheeled 
traffic possible from Fez to Mequinez and from Fez to Mehedia and 
Rabat. This will shorten the time taken on the journey from Fez to 
Rabat (127 miles) from seven days to about a day and ahalf. The 
completion of these roads should create openings for both pleasure 
and commercial motor cars. 

Since last year the light military railway from Casablanca has been 
completed to Rabat, and other sections are now in construction, all 
of which should be completed in 1914. (C. 3,514.) 





CHILE. 


With reference to the notice on p. 146 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 17th April relative to the progress of 
Southern the Central Longitudinal Railway, H.M. Chargé 
Longitudinal =A ffaires at Santiago reports that the opening to 
Railway. traffic early in February of the Cabildo-Limahuida 
and Illapel-San Marcos sections of the Southern Longitudinal Rail- 
way made through communication possible between Santiago and 
Islom (near La Serena); two or three permanent bridges are not yet 
completed, however, and temporary bridges are in use. The section 
of line from Vallenar-Toledo is already open to traffic, and when the 
Islon-Vallenar section is completed through communication will be 
possible from Santiago to Copiapo, %.e., along the whole of the 
Southern Longitudinal Railway. Several new sections of the line 
will shortly be open for traffic, the necessary authorisations having 
been received. 

The railway traverses country which presented exceptional engineer- 
ing difficulties. For example, 38 miles of rack line have been built, 
and it was found necessary to line nearly all the tunnels with masonry, 
as the rock through which they were bored began to decompose 
rapidly on exposure to the air. ‘The cost of construction of the line 
has been about £6,000 per mile. 

No contract has yet been signed for the construction of the line 
necessary to connect Iquique with ‘T'acna.

and Fuel Oil. pri states that the J inister of Uommerce 
emphatically denied the alleged intention of the 
Government to establish anything in the nature of a State monopoly of 
the production of oil fuel, but at the same time he expressed himself in 
favour of the State working sufficient wells to supply its own require- 
ments, for the State railways at first, and later on perhaps, for the 
Navy, and remarked that it was proposed to organise a State industry 
in the Sabuntchinski region to supply the needs of the railways. 
The Minister said that he did not consider that the duty-free admis- 
sion of foreign petroleum would ease the situation, which he thought 
could best be done by diminishing the demand for oil by substituting 
coal, the yield of which can be made to increase. 

The yield of Donetz coal amounted to 20,800,000 tons in 1912, as 
compared with 19,504,000 tons in 1911, and it is anticipated that 
the production will be over 24,000,000 tons this year. The Ministry 
of Ways is making great efforts to enlarge the present limited use of 
anthracite, of which enormous supplies exist in Russia. Feeding and 
subsidiary railways are to be constructed in the Donetz region, where 
huge deposits remain unworked for want of easy means of communi- 
cation. Railway rates are also to be reduced in order to attract 
coal from other districts, especially from the Tcheremkhovo, Sudjenka 
and Anzherski coal regions of Siberia. The Minister of Commerce 
stated that the Government was strongly opposed to any permanent 
remission of the import duties on foreign coal, but it had decided 
to allow the railways to import foreign coal duty-free for a given 
period, and a Bill to give effect to this decision would shortly be 
submitted to the Duma. (C. 3,339.)

SWEDEN. 


H.M. Legation at Stockholm reports that great attention is being 
paid to the development of the water power of 
Sweden. The power is used for tramways and light- 
ing, and for the production of carbide, steel, zinc 
and nitrates; arrangements are also being made for using hydro- 
electric power for railways. The number of power stations in use is 
said to be 144, of which four are of more than 20,000 h.p., and the 
total power produced is now said to amount to 675,000 turbine horse 
power. Of 100 towns in Sweden, 69 now have hydro-electric 
power at their disposal for lighting, &c., or else have works under 
construction. ‘Three large hydro-electric power stations are being 
built for the State at Trollhiittan (60,000 h.p.), Elfkarleby (45,000 h.p.), 
and at Porjus (50,000 h.p.). The total amount of water power avail- 
able in Sweden is estimated at from 4,000,000 to 6,000,000 horse- 
power, a good deal of this being in the north. (C. 4,381.)

H.M. Legation at Mexico City reports that the total production of

during 1913. Few new fields have been developed during 1912, the 
chief discovery being the Chila Salinas Field (about 154 miles south- 
west of Tampico). Practically all the wells in the “ Topila”’ field 

(Tampico region) went to salt water in 1913, and very little interest 

is now shown in that district. During the year an 8 in. pipe 

line from Potrero del Llano to Tuxpam was completed, and oil 
successfully delivered to steamers at the rate of from 25,000 to 

30,000 barrels daily. Tankage facilities were considerably increased, 

principally at Tampico, Tuxpam, and Potrero del Llano. 

Among the works to be carried out during 1913 may be mentioned 
the new 8 in. pipe line from Tanhuijo to Bustos, on the Chijol Canal, 
the pipes for which have already been distributed. Tankage is 
being constructed at T'amés, and probably by July next an 8 in. 
pipe line will be in operation from the Panuco field to the loading 
station at T'amés. 

The construction of a refinery at Tampico with an initial capacity 
of 12,500 barrels a day will shortly be commenced ; the paraflin wax 
plant at Manatitlan Refinery is expected to begin operations soon. 

A concession has been obtained by a company for a railway line 
from Tamoés to El Higo, the construction of which is expected to 
commence in May. Another company is constructing a railway 
between Juan Casiano and Cerro Azul. 

It is probable that during 1913 further developments will take 
place in the Tamaulipas region (i.e. the districts to the north-west of 
Tampico), and that greater activity will be displayed in the Panuco 
region in the State of Veracruz. There will be a very marked increase 
in the exportation facilities, as one company alone will be adding to 
its fleet 19 steamers with a total carrying capacity of over 233,000 
tons. Mexican oil will be sent to the South American markets in 
considerable quantities. (C. 3,428.)

The larger manufacturers, 
who formerly kept twenty to thirty machines employed, are now ready 
to work on orders from outside, while many firms employing home 
labour have difficulty in carrying out their orders, because the inde- 
pendent home embroiderers are accepting work at the lowest prices. 

The chief causes of the depression are the present unfavourable 
fashion, the lack of orders from the Balkan States, which usually pur- 
chase about one-third of the Plauen export, and the great decline of 
orders from the United States. It is thought that the possibility of 
a reduction of the American tariff on laces and embroideries has 
resulted in American importers withholding orders for the 
present; moreover, exports are likely to be still further reduced as 
embroidery machines are now being exported from Plauen to the 
United States, which will thus be in a position to cover their own 
demand for these articles at no distant date. 

As a result of the depressed state of the industry, other branches, 
such as the bleaching, dressing and finishing establishments, and the 
wool-weaving, and tulle and thread manufacturing industries, are 
affected. (C. 8,612.)

much support that the formation of the Institute 
under the title of ‘Instituto Cotoniero Italiano” will probably soon 
be an accomplished fact. The head-quarters of the concern will be at 
the offices of the “ Associazione Cotoniera Italiana,” Milan. 

The Institute aims at the complete control and organisation of all 
branches of the Italian cotton industry, and its members agree to act 
on any decisions made by the Governing Board with this intent, e.g., 
in regard to general short time, stoppage of particular mills, regulation 
of selling prices, granting export bounties, &c. At first it is 
proposed to regulate production by means of short time, but, at any 
time after the lapse of a year from the formation of the Spinners 
Section of the Institute, this method may be superseded by the 
method of limiting the annual maximum production of members. 
Arrangements are made for compensating mill-owners whose mills 
are entirely closed.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

The “ Nachrichten fiir Handel” (Berlin) of 21st April states that 
during the first quarter of the current year the 
Austrian cotton industry has not been in a flour- 
ishing condition, and only quite recently have any 
signs of improvement appeared. The spinning trade is still in a bad 
state. The difficulties of sale in the interior have in no way abated. 
Prices are certainly a little better, but the anticipated increase has 
not yet taken place. ‘There are also signs of renewed activity in the 
weaving branch, after months of almost utter stagnation, but the 
prices obtained in Austria-Hungary are not satisfactory, and it would 
be unwise to set much hope on this slight impetus. Dealers have 
still fairly considerable quantities of plain goods in stock, which must 
be sold off before further large purchases can be undertaken. The 
weaving of coloured stuffs is suffering from the same unfavourable 
circumstances as plain fabrics, and has also been confronted with 
losses in respect of certain articles—formerly in great favour—for 
which an adequate set-off has not yet been found. The print goods 
branch is also suffering from the bad state of internal trade and the 
great falling off in exportation. The unfavourable conditions of the last 
few months have involved considerable losses, and the obtrusive 
caution in granting credit has very much hampered selling.

With reference to the notice on p. 99 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 10th April relative to the grain crop prospects 
in South Russia, the British Vice-Consul at Nico- 
laiev (Mr. J. P. Bagge) reports, under date 19th 
April, that the sowing of the spring grain has been 
completed throughout the Governments of Kherson, Kharkov, Poltava, 
Kiev, Ekaterinoslav and T'aurida, except in the most northern parts. 
The seed was sown under most favourable conditions, and after a 
month’s fine, dry weather, splendid rains have fallen everywhere. 
Consequently, the young plants are strong and have made good 
growth. With a great reserve of moisture in the soil and the surface 
well watered by the recent rains the prospects for the crops are 
excellent at present. (9,259.)

NETHERLANDS EAST INDIES (SUMATRA). 
The following information is from the report by the British Vice- 
Consul at Medan, Sumatra (Mr. A. L. Mathewson) on the trade of 
the East Coast of Sumatra in 1912, which will shortly be issued :— 


The area under rubber at the end of 1911 was originally estimated at 
130,000 acres, but later statistics show that 

eee a § the actual figure was nearer 150,000 acres. As 
’ far as can be ascertained this area had increased 

to 208,000 acres at the end of 1912, of which 84,000 acres belonged 
to British companies ; 69,500 to Dutch companies ; 27,500 to United 
States companies; and 27,000 to Belgian and other companies. 
At the end of 1912 it is calculated that 44 British plantation 
rubber companies were working in the Hast Coast, having an 
issued capital of approximately £5,300,000. It has been found 
impossible to arrive at an estimate of the capital invested by Dutch 
and other companies. In this connection it is worthy of note that 
the Hollandsch Amerikaansche Plantage Maatschappij completed 
planting an area of approximately 27,500 acres of rubber in the short 
period of about two years. ‘Though the company is registered in the 
Netherlands, American capital is said to be largely interested in it. 
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Agricultural and Forest Products. 





A large proportion of the rubber companies are now producing, 
although many of them only on a small scale at present. Official 
returns show that the exports of rubber from the East Coast of 
Sumatra were 813 tons in 1911, as compared with 539 tons in 1910. 
The official figures for 1912 have not yet been published, but it is 
estimated that the exports were approximately 1,800 tons, of which 
1,369 tons were exported from the port of Belawan. 

The plantation rubber produced has, on the whole, shown careful 
preparation and the prices realised have been good. It is thought 
that when large areas are in full bearing the cost of production will 


be comparatively low. 





FRANCE. 


H.M. Consul-General at Marseilles (Mr. M. C. Gurney, M.V.O.) 
diti reports that the condition of cereals in the 
Crop Conditions = vrarseilles district was less satisfactory at the end 
m ie aries of March than was the case a month previously, 
penmane the crops having suffered from the lack of rain 
which prevailed until 23rd March. The subsequent heavy rains, 
however, had a beneficial effect. At the end of March the almond 
trees had suffered somewhat from a slight frost, but, on the whole, the 
fruit trees were well advanced. In the early part of April snow fell, 
and the temperature was below freezing point for several days; it 
is feared that this inopportune return of winter may have done 
serious damage to the fruit trees. (8,976.) 


H.M. Consul at Bordeaux (Mr. A. L. 8S. Rowley) reports, under date 
t 17th April, that recent severe frosts throughout 
Vintage Prospects +151 district have caused a certain amount of 
in the Bordeaux 3. ace to th lata afiesiall poet 
District, ge to the young vine shoots, more especially 
in those vineyards situated in the marshy and low- 
lying parts. 

In the Medoc district, with the exception of the St. Julien and St. 
Estephe properties, the vineyards have suffered considerably ; in some 
places more than 50 per cent. of the vines have been frost-bitten. 

In the Department of Dordogne the vines, as well as the fruit trees 
and early vegetables, have suffered to a certain extent. Similar infor- 
mation comes from the Departments of Charente and Lot-et-Garonne, 
though in the latter the damage appears to be more conspicuous 
among the vines situated in the marshy grounds. In the Department 
of Deux-Sévres, where the vines were not so advanced, the damage 
to the vines has been less severe. (C. 3,639.)

There will be a greater demand in the near future for oil from 
the north of Spain for canning purposes, but owing to the high 
prices ruling in Seville—101°85 pesetas per 1,000 kilogs. of good 
quality new oil, and 104-50 pesetas per 1,000 kilogs. of good quality 
old oil—the effect on the Seville market is likely to be less than in 
former years, as the canners will largely draw their supplies from 
markets in the interior. (8,733.)

neighbouring countries, especially through Zanzibar. This has been 
due to continual wars and raids, anarchy in the interior, and conse- 
quent depopulation of the country; it is anticipated, however, that 
agricultural prosperity will soon be renewed. New fields are 
being cultivated, and villages of peaceful industrious inhabitants now 
abound, so that it is hoped that the export of grain will recommence 
before long, though it will be necessary to provide means of irrigation 
to assist the natives in dry years. Not only agricultural produce 
could be exported, but the growing trade in hides and cattle might 
be further extended. 

The demand for manufactured articles, especially cotton goods—a 
great luxury—will also probably increase. With the establishment 
of markets for sale and barter on the Juba and Jebel Rivers and in 
the interior, internal trade is expected to develop greatly. 

As regards cotton cultivation, it is hoped that it will be possible to 
grow long stapled Egyptian cotton in parts of the colony for export to 
Italy, and experiments to this end have been carried out at Catoi. 
An expert report on the results states that the Somali grown cotton 
of the Egyptian varieties has not the good qualities of the native 
Egyptian cotton, and is shorter in fibre. (C. 3,502.) 





AUSTRIA-HUNGARY (BOSNIA-HERZEGOVINA), 


H.M. Consul at Sarajevo (Mr. F. G. Freeman) has forwarded a copy 
of a circular, dated 19th April, issued by a local firm

of merchants, to the effect that owing to a recent 
Prospects. fall of snow, which lasted three days, considerable 
damage was done td the plum trees in Bosnia, many newly-opened 
blooms suffering from the weight of snow. J ollowing this, a sharp 
frost occurred in Tuzla district, causing damage to about 60 per cent. 
of the trees. In the more important plum- -growing districts, such as 
Posavina, however, only slight local frosts were experienced, and 
providing fine weather is experienced, a good crop in these districts 
can be reckoned upon. On the whole, the Bosnian plum crop this 
year is expected to be a moderate one. (9,088.)

BRITISH INDIA. 


A recently issued volume of the “ Indian Forest Records ” contains a 
Utilisation of Report relating to the utilisation of bamboo for 
the manufacture of paper-pulp. It is stated that 


—— up to the present no firm or company has taken 
Paper-Pulp. up the manufacture of paper-pulp from bamboo 


in India, and the Report is issued with the idea of 
providing data on which such an industry might be established. 
With this object in view a few localities were selected as being 
suitable for the purpose, and definite information regarding the 
species and quantity of bamboo available, possible sites for factories, 
transport facilities, cost of labour, &c., is given for these localities. 
Five places in Lower Burma and six places in the west coast 
of India were selected as containing vast areas covered with 
bamboos, and also as being well situated for import and export 
purposes. A description is also given of experiments made in 
manufacturing pulp on a commercial scale from various species of 
bamboo. The Report itself is printed on paper made from pure 
Bambusa polymorpha at the Titaghur Paper Mills.

Up to 
12th April the smacks fishing from the Faxa Bay 
had only caught 110,000 cod, as compared with 358,000 at the same 
date last year, and the Icelandic fleet of trawlers only 960,000 cod 
against 1,322,000 last year. At the Westmann Islands the fishing 
has been fair, and poor at Isafiord. ‘The chief reason for this bad 
result was the boisterous weather which prevailed, especially during 
the month of March.

GERMANY. 


H.M. Vice-Consul at Leipzig (Mr. R. M. Turner) reports that, 
Leivzi according to the local press, a considerable 
elpzig Easter 

Leather Fair. number of buyers were present at the recent 

Kaster leather fair at Leipzig, and, though neither 
dealers nor manufacturers appeared to favour extensive or long dated 
contracts in the present condition of the trade, yet under the cir- 
cumstances some comparatively large contracts were placed. The 
stocks of leather shown were not extensive, and were soon sold out. 
“Vache” necks and bellies experienced a great demand at high 
prices, but were not offered in sufficient quantities ; wild ‘‘ vache ” 
was sold in large quantities at firm prices. Among other varieties 
of leather which were sold at good prices were belting leather, kips 
“vache,” kips welt leather and kips brown goods, “‘ cheveraux,” box 
calf, furniture leather, saddlers’ leather, and bag and trunk “ vachettes.” 
Alum dressed sheep skins were offered only in small quantities and 
were quickly sold at good prices. 

As regards raw hides and skins, German ox-hides of lighter and 
medium weight were in demand, as were also bull hides for chrome 
leather. Light goods for shoe uppers were bought by Austria at 
previous prices. There was also considerable demand for leather 
for military purposes ; the prospects of large army contracts all over 
Europe caused contractors to place big orders for light cow hides, 
and the demand exceeded the supply. Yearling calf-leather was much 
sought after for uppers, for which it has a tendency to supersede 
kips. Horse hides were freely sold at a rise in price of about sixpence 
each. The supply of sheep-skins was insufficient for the good demand 
experienced. 

The recent tendency among buyers of raw dried skins to pay 
excessive prices has led the organising committee of the fair to 
advise manufacturers and dealers to buy more cheaply this spring, as 
the prices hitherto paid were not profitable. The skins of goats, 
yearling kids, and hares were, however, again bought at the fair at 
too high prices, while rabbit skins, having fallen from favour, were 
only sold at a loss. 

There were only small stocks of East Indian kips and China hides, 


and business in all non-European hides suffered from the high prices. 
(8,440.) 


H.M. Vice-Consul at Leipzig also reports that, according to the 
local press, the house-building industry in 
Cement Industry. Germany is depressed, and is unlikely to improve 
while money is so dear. There is, however, 
considerable activity in foundation work, &c., which has led to a 
very considerable increase in the consumption of cement, and 
obviated the danger of over-production which the increase in the 
number of cement factories had made imminent, (C. 3,562.)

Statement of the Trade of the United Kingdom with Foreign Countries and 
British Possessions” for the year 1911 have been issued, and may be pur- 
chased* at a cost of 5s. 5d. for the first volume, 3s. 6d.for the second, and 3s. 1d. 
for the third. This publication, which contains much more detailed and exhaus- 
tive information than can be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives in the first 
volume abstract tables for the years 1907-1911, and detailed statements 
of imports and exports of each article consigned from and to each country, 
and in the second volume details as to Customs revenue, tranship- 
ments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the United 
Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of the trade 
at each port of the United Kingdom. The third volume (supplement) 
contains a classification on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the 
“ Annual Statement” for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be possible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad for 
British Trade, &c, 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “Board of Trade Journal.” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, 8.W., for the service, including the supply 
of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the “Journal,” as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. british firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the Register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British Trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1912, 1,098 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 146,578) were 
despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which 
the Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,091 
Circular letters and copies totalling 142,032 sent out in 1911.

(Applications to the Umpire.) 

In pursuance of Regulations made by the Board of Trade and 
dated 26th day of March, 1912, Notice is hereby given that the 
Umpire (Unemployment Insurance) has received an application for 
a decision as to whether contributions are payable or not in respect 
of the following class of workmen :— 

256. Workmen described as coppersmiths and their helpers 
employed in making copper cylinders, boilers, and washing coppers for 
domestic use; copper expansion bends for use in installations of pipe 
work in heating buildings. 

Any representations with reference to the above application may 
be made in writing to the Umpire, by or on behalf of any work- 
man or employer appearing to him to be interested, or on behalf 
of the Board of Trade, and forwarded to the Registrar, Office of

EXTRACT FROM REGULATIONS, 


3. If before the date specified in the notice any representations with reference 
to the application are made in writing to the Umpire by or on behalf of any 
workman or employer appearing to him to be interested, or the Board of Trade, 
the Umpire shall take those representations into his consideration, and the 
Umpire may at any time before the said date require any persons to supply to 
him such information in writing as he thinks necessary for the purpose of 
enabling him to give a decision. 

All such representations and information shall be open to inspection by any 
employer or workman appearing to the Umpire to be interested or any persons

4, Any persons claiming to be interested may apply to the Umpire to be 
heard by him orally in reference to any application under these Regulations, and 
the Umpire may, in any case in which he thinks it desirable, require the 
attendance of any person before him to give oral information on the subject of 
any application.

NATIONAL INSURANCE ACT, 1911. PART IL. 
UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 
Decisions by the Umpire. 

Pursuant to paragraph (5) of the Unemployment Insurance 
(Umpire) Regulations, the Board of Trade hereby give Notice of the 
following decisions by the Umpire on questions whether contributions 
are payable :— 

A. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 

1310. Workmen engaged in coiling and welding wrought iron 
tubing, and making wrought iron fittings for a small bore tube 
system of heating buildings. 

1311. Workmen engaged wholly or mainly in the manufacture of 
machines and tools used by tin and sheet metal workers for the 
manufacture of buckets, trunks, cans, &c., or in the manufacture of 
machines and tools used for smoothing panels and rolling mud- 
guards for the motor trade. 

1313. Workmen described as slate floaters, and engaged wholly 
or mainly in preparing slate for use in the construction of chimney 
pieces. 

B. The Umpire has decided that contributions ARE NOT PAYABLE in 
respect of :— 

1312. Workmen employed wholly or mainly in the repair of 
galvanising pots. 

Note.—Where no reference is given to an Application, the question 
has been decided by the Umpire, without notice, as a matter not 
admitting of reasonable doubt, in accordance with paragraph (2) of 


the Unemployment Insurance (Umpire) Regulations. 
Decisions relating to individual workmen which raise no question 


of general interest, or which merely apply a principle laid down in a 
previous decision, are not published. 
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
